Yesterday aftorncon, the usual fortriightly 


meelinyg of the Sanitery Board was held at 
the Offices of the Busrd. -DrLowson (Vieo- 
President) presided, nud there. were also’ 
present: Mr Budeley, Mr J. McKie, Dr 
Hartijmn, Mr LE. Osborne, Dr Clk, Me 
Fong Wa Chuen, Mr Ghin- A Fook, and 
Mr J. A. Woodeoek (Acting Secretary).

Te: bea intimated on the agenda. papor 
that consideration’ of the report of - thy 
Colonial Veterinary Surgeon ‘would be re- 
sumed. 

Dr Loweon sail that since the; papors had 
been circulated Sr Ladds had written aug- 
gesting that the considoration of:the report 
be adjourned for » fortnight, as ho had 
some allerations and corrections to make 
in it befcre it was adopted ‘by tha Board, 
He proposed that the consideration uf the 
report bu postporied for a fortnight. 

Dr Clark seconded. 

De. Hartigan said ‘he did not intend to 
oppose the “postponement, buts there was 
one metter which he thought they might 
take into consideration at once, and that 
was with regard to the foud supply of the 
colony. Mr Ladds said that during the past 
five years the price of food. had inerensed 
nearly 100 per cent. It seemed.to hi that 
the Government were partly to. blume for 
t Fors n the Market six by-three, 
875, $50, and ter mouth was. charjed, 
and whon they toyk this into consideration 
they must admit that it gave the stall-hold- 
ors a plausible reason for raising tho prico 
of food. -Hg notiecd that thw cost of the 
Western Market was about $1,000, und chat 
the renta derived from it amounted to 
pearly $24,01 year, which was sufticient 
to poy for the market twice over, Mr 
Ladds remurked with regard to the Central 
Market thore was a largo unsatisfied de- 
mand for vegetable stalls. In another 
portion of the report he said that in 
consequence of the crowded stato of the 
Market tho so-called hawkers of ‘veguta- 
bles had been lurgely augmented, and he 
went on to say that they threw their veget- 
able refuse intu the drains. This he could 
vouch for himself. It appeared to bins that 
they were giving these hawkers an excuse 
hy not providing, z them with proper aecum- 
modation in thé markets.” Dr. Hartigan 
mentioned one ‘ur two. other matters to 
which Mr Ladds referred in h's report, and 
complained of tha little notice taken by the 
overnment of the recommendations of the 
Board. - In conslysion he proposed that the 
attention of the Government be called to the 
greatly enhanced prices of food stufls in the 
evlony, and that the Government be re- 
qu: sted to find « remedy for the sane. 

Mr Osborne, in seconding, snid the price 
of foud stuffs was an important one for the 
colony, und more especially for the poorer 
olasscs of Chinese, whom it was their busi- 
Ness as far ng porsible tu protect. Dr Har- 
tigan laid greut stress, und. rightly so, upon 
the small results that Board effected 
seemed -to him that they were continually 
lighting, the air. They came there and 
talked and mnndo recommendations, and yet 
as faras tho rusults wera, concerned thoy 
right justas well be silent and not come 
thote at all.
